A NARROW ESCAPE. 


The City of Minneapolis, Minn., 


Has a Close Call 


FROM A TERRIBLE CALAMITY BY FIRE. 


A Fierco Battle for the Mastery whh the 


Flames in Which lha Firemen 


Proved the Victors—-Twenty 


Fireman Injured. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Miun,., Stipt. 25.—The 


Flour city had a narrow escape yester- 
day afternoon from a terrible uulaintiy 
both to her brave firemen and to hei 
flour milJs, A fierce lire and a strong 
wind were the two elements of danger. 
The flames hud begun [in the Canfmfl 
Machine Co.'s brick structure a live 
story building, which was filled witl> 
Inflammable matcriala und burned verj 
quickly. 
The workmen had barely 


time to scramble down the stairways 
without bats, or pails. Next to the 
factory stood the great elevator C of 
tlie Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railway, -with its huffe annex 
This is 


leased by the Empire Elevator Co 
Horo we re stored (i 1,000 bushels ol 
wheat, and this with the dry-as-tmcler 
building were food for the flames. 
The tire soon attacked the elevator 
though by this tiuio tlie tire depart- 
ment was there. 


Chief Runge, perceiving that 
th< 


flames were In the high tower of ihe 
elevator bent nearly a score of his men 
up on the roof ot the annex with line* 
of hose to fight tho lire. Apparently 
there was no tire under them, and as 
that was tho only way to mach thfl 
soat of tho tire, Chief Uunpre took the 
risk. It was a dreadful risk. Of a sud- 
den there came a loud explosion and a 
great stream of fire burst fj*om one 
end. Another stream broke forth to 
the left of the men. 


An involuntary groan oseapi'd from 


tho matching throng- as tin1 .smoke and 
flames shut the little band of firemen 
from view, "They've fallen through" 
was the cry on many a lip. Hut no' a 
break in tho cloud of smoke suddenly 
disclosed them to vi(;w, making a wild 
rubh for the three ladders 
Many 


reached them, but a groan wont up as 
one, t\\o, three, four, flvo of the men 
fell or jumped from their narrow foot- 
Ing. Again the smoke lifted and there 
on the very kjt!ge stood a iireman, ap- 
patently da/,od and not knowing what 
to da 


"Slide down the hose" yellrd tho 


crowd. The man heard and grabbling 
tho biff hose tit his feet, he ^hot down 
through the flames and reached tho 
ground without dropping 
Tlie work 


of reaching the firemen was prompt 
from necessity. They wurc taken in the 
patrol wagon to St. liarnaba's hospital.

The wind carried embers in 
every direction and tlie flames burst 
out In a dozen places at once. A num- 
ber of small stores were'entirely de- 
stroyed and many others were scorched, 
but ao further largo damage resulted, 
the department having at length, after 
two hours of work, got the flra under 
control. 


On Eleventh nvenm- .south, between 


Washington and Third streets, were 
the homes o/ the leading members of 
the demi-monde. 
Jennie Dickinson's 


house burned to tlie ground with all Us 
contents. Ida Dorsey's new palace of! 
bin had an opening a few nights ago 
It cost 815,000 to furnish it. As the bills 
have not been paid the furniture men 
were ou hand with express wagons and 
hauled away the more valuable goods. 


Two young men were discovered iu 


the rear of thin house, kindling a pilo 
of shavings, Had they bcon seen Jive 
minutes later nothing ooiUd havo saved 
tho entire block from destruction. 


There was great objection several 


months ago from the people living in 
thin vicinity to the location of these 
houses in their midst, and tho incen- 
diary efforts of the young men may 
have its origin in this. The street In 
front of the block presented a wild 
scone for a time. Women half dressed 
without shoos or stockings, some with 
nothing on but a chemise,others in airy 
mother habbards were running wildly 
to and fro trying to have their per- 
sonal efteets and screaming as they 
ran. 


The total loss is in the neighborhood 


of S'^00,000. The toss on tho elevator 
and contents is £100,001', and ou tho 
machine works £70,000. No'figures on 
insurance arc yot obtainable.

Louis a number of deaths by sunstroke 
have occurred. 


Throughout Illinois the pusturers have 


been burned by the heat and dried out 
by the drouth, the streams are going 
"dry 


and wells are giving out. At Yandalia 
farmers are hauling water and feeding 
their stock. Dust in public highways is 
shoe-month deep. 
About 
Monmoutb 


vegetation is literally burned pp. Farm- 
ers are compelled to fetd their stock as 
in winter and many are hauling wnter, 
as the wells and streams ere dry. 


Prairie, farm, forest and marsh fires 


have added their terrors to the heat and 
drouth in Minnesota, tbe Dukotas and 
Wisoonoio. A number of lives have 
been lost in lighting prairie fires. IB 
some cases the tires were fanned by wind 
blowing forty-live miles an hour. Tbe 
Northern Pacific railroad is taking every 
precaution to prevent tbe spread oC fires. 
At all available points throughout the 
region where riunger exists barrels ot 
water are kept at hand for the use of 
section men in fighting tbe tire. The 
farmers throughout both Dakotae have 
taken warning from the disasters which 
have overtaken some of their number. 
They have suspended threshing opera- 
tions and all are busy 
forming fire 


breaks to protect their property. 


Keports from tbe Dukotas show that 


prairie fires are raging in Steele aud 
Utntsman counties, und that a new one 
has started with great fury near 13artlett, 
iaKamsey county, end has already des- 
troyed a great quantity of stacked wheat. 
In Travors and Big Stone counties, Minn, 
the fires are still in progress, 
though 


efforts to stop them were partially suc- 
cessful. Specials from Dnluth Bay fires 
have broken out in the Vermilion country 
and the air is stiflltng with the hot smoke. 


Forest fires are raging about Aehlund, 


\Vis,, and are traveling as fast as prairie 
fires. Tbe village of Oomstook has been 
badly scorched, Fmloyson, Minn., is re- 
ported destroyed and all the women and 
children of the vicinity Imva been re 
moved to places of safety. During tbe 
day the atmosphere is heavy with smoke 
from the surrounding fires. Timber is 
very dry and everything burns tike tin- 
ber. Life is almost unendurable. In

marshes, owners having saved their build- 
ings by ditching.

September Term. 


Champaign Daily Gazette, Sept. at. 


A. Wacaser and bis son Frank were in

circuit court. Frank Wacaser is tbe man 
who was tried in this county at the Sep 
tember term, 1889, on a change of venae 
from Monltrie, for tbe murder ot a man 
named Kline, Tbe case was changed, to 
this county, on tbe averment that the 
Monltrie county jury was prejudiced. 
The trial at JJrbuua took up many days, 
a large number of witnesses being sum- 
moned from Hammond. Tbe jary re- 
turned a verdict of guilty, and Wacaeer 
was sentenced to 25 years in tbe peniten- 
tiary at Joliet. He was taken away a 
few days later, and tbe father had tbe 
case immediately taken to the Supreme 
court, which reversed the finding and 
sent the case back to the lower court. 
On this reversal the prisoner was entitled 
to his liberty till another heating was 
bad, provided he could furnish a bond of 
$19,000. This he did, and has been at 
home near Hammond since tbat time. 
Probably the most important errand ot 
father and sou to Urbana was to make 
arrangements for an attorney to take the 
place of Judge Wright. 
He conducted 


the defense at tbe last hearing, bat as he 
is now the circuit judge be is barred from 
taking part and cannot preside as judge 
during the hearing. • Mr. Wacaser hi S 
procured the services of the prominent 
young Urbana attorney, J, J, lien, to tal e 
;he place of Judge Wright. The defend- 
ant is looking well and apparently in the 
best of spirits.
